They are beginning to get ripe 
but the people slip in & get as many as v^e do, although we have been posting 
up notices trying to keep then out by posting up notices on the bridge and 
along the fence. 

Saturday 8. I see on looking at my diary that I have left several empty 
~ pages again for the simple reason that I have had nothing to v;rite about 
--- but have been going through the same daily routine of hauling in grain. 

Today was in tovm once more So balanced the ledger for July. Hot very much 

business . 

Sunday 9. Raining hard this morning. TrLen I got aymkened from sleeping 
in my rooa, the rooa: above the kitchen at the fact of the garret stairs. 
V/hile writing this, am sitting on an old stuiap over in the grove watching 
that some boys who are down at the creek do not come over &- pick all the 
blackberries.

But got into poor business the firsfr 
day, runnins after hogs eiII forenoon and helping v.-ith the cattle, iifternoon, 
took Uother over to Aunt Susans. Pleasant time went with Annie to the depot 
for the trunk. Evening, unpacked the curiosities froc the battle field of 
Gettysburg. 

Wednesday 14. Herding the cattle in the field all day. Have about 75 now. 
How different is this from traveling in the East visiting Cities and great 
battle fields but such things cannot last one must work sometimes. This 
being the case I am contented for the present. Good night. 

Thursday 15. Took Mother into Mrs. Haldermons. Down at the office. Took 
supper at Krs. Haldermans. Evening, in at Aunt Marys. Music, singing & 
trying to dance a little. 

Friday 16. In the office. No business. Busy posting up the books \rtiich 
are two months pack.
